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INSANITY TO BE PLEA 


DF MANDEVILLE ZENGt 


Defense Strategy Revealed 
in Slaying of Rival, 
Walter Bauer. 


CHICAGO, Oct. 8—(—A de- 
fense strategy based on a plea of 
insanity was mapped for Mandeville 
W. Zenge tonight on the eve of his 
trial for the brutal emasculation slay- 
ing of his love rival, Dr. Walter J. 
Bauer, last summer. 

Defense Attorney Joseph E. Green, 
pointing out that his client has al- 
ready entered a “not guilty” response 
to the charge of the state, said the 


insanity defense likely would be rais- 
ed after the prosecution’s evidence 
was completed. 

Toward that end, he added, pro- 
epertive jurors will be questioned at 
the opening of the Canton, Mo., 
farmer's trial for murder tomorrow 
in the court of Judge Cornelius J. 
Harrington, as to whethér they are 
prejudiced againet such a defense. 

Prosecutors, who admitted at a 
preliminary hearing yesterday, they 
had no admissable deathbed state- 
ment from Dr. Bauer, indicated they 
would call Mrs. Louise Bauer, the 
widow, as one of their important wit- 
nesses. 

The defense said Mrs. Bauer 
would not be asked to testify for the 
26-year-old defendant, who was her 
fiance before her sudden marriage to 
Dr. Bauer. The marriage occurred 
when Dr. Bauer was attached to a 
hoepital in Kirksville, Mo., at which 
Mrs. Bauer was then superintendent 
of nurses. 

In pressing for the death penalty 
for the defendant, prosecutors indi- 
cated they would combat any insan- 
ity plea with the findings of state 
alienists holding. Zenge to be sane. 

Zenge, son of a respected Canton 
farmer, ‘and the then Louise Schaeffer 
were childhood sweethearts and had 
planned to be married until Bauer 
came to Kirksville and won Miss 
Schaeffer for his bride.

/NEWS BEHIND THE NEWS

THE MAN EL PASO, Texas.—Governor Landon, of Kansas is the 
man to watch in the race for the republican presidential 
nomination. 

Top men in the party through the west seem to be strong for him 
privately. Apparently they intend to keep their sentiments to themselves 
fora while to see how things shape up. But when the right time comes, 
it looks now as if they will step out for the Kansas Coolidge. 

The trend seems to be a natural ground swell which is swelling 
more rapidly and extensively than some of Landon’s advisers would like 
to see. No inside or outside campaign is being organized for him. It 
is just that the influential party men have been looking into his record 
and like him. 

You will be surprised when you hear some of their names, 


CAMPAIGN Republican constitutionalists are not as strong for a 

constitutional type of campaign as their published state- 
ments indicate. They are for the constitution, all right, and they be- 
lieve such a current campaign was patriotically necessary to hold legal 
reins on thé New Deal, but they have no idea that it is the type of 
campaign to use in a popular appeal for votes next year. The ’36 cam- 
paign will be an appeal for business administration, for curtailed spend- 
ing, not for abolition of the New Deal entirely and not especially con- 
Stitutional. You can bet on that. 


SPENDING The major problem of the New Deal can be reduced to 
simple division out here, where two from two still leaves 
two. 
The government has spent $2,000,000 here to straighten the wind- 
ing Rio Grande for flood control. About $2,000,000 has been given for 
needed construction at Fort Bliss, an important border post. A new 
federal building is being constructed at a cost of $650,000. 
Thus, about $5,000,000 has been spent in this community of ap- 
proximately 100,000 persons, of whom 40,000 are Americans and 60,000 


Mexicans. 


RELIEF This means the government has spent about $50 per person 
for works in this community. It. has been a hypodermic to 
the community. It has enabled business here to operate at a level of 
about 10 per cent above last year, even with existing cotton uncertainty. 
But there were still 3,535 cases on relief the other day. Figuring 
four persons to a case, this would be about 14,000 persons. A year ago 
there were about 14,000 persons (the earlier peak was much higher). 
These are nearly all unskilled laborers, mostly Mexicans. 

Thus, the New Deal works spending program has exhausted $333.33 
per relief-person, but has not cured the relief problem, or made a sub- 
stantial dent in it. 

Note—The government probably will spend $4,000,000 more on 
flood control and $2,000,000 to finish the rehousing work at the fort. 
Both are justifiable expenditures, the fort rehousing being especially 
needed. This would bring the total outlay here to about $11,000,000, 
or $110 per person. There is no reason to believe it will influence the 


relief situation any more than in the past. 


MEXICO A rumbling undertone is heard from the Mexican border. 

Those who are near to the cactus roots believe the Car- 
denas government is shaky. The well-informed would not be surprised 
to hear that it was uprooted one way or another one of these days. 

The reason is that the president has aroused the antagonism of large 
groups of people. He is a reformer, but one of the strangest of the 
Species, a sincere one.

Juarez is now 
only a dive for tourists, somewhat like Chinatown in New York. The 
palatial gambling hall at Agua Caliente is closed tight.

The Agua Caliente backers are now plan- 
ning to reopen it as a tourist resort, but without much hope. 


REAL REFORM The peculiar thing about a Mexican reformation 
is that it really reforms. Unlike most American 


governmental campaigns, it does not merely drive gambling houses off 
the main streets into the back alleys. Yop cannot bet a nickel on any- 
thing now in such famous ex-hells as Tia Juana, Caliente and Juarez. 
But you can find any kind of gambling game you want in the back 
rooms of towns on the American side. There were 125 open saloons 


in El Paso during prohibition. 


PICTURES The most widely publicized photograph still is that of 
President Roosevelt. It is hung in restaurants and shops 

all across the country, particularly in the lower class places. : 
But you cannot get a picture of the Mexican president in Juarez. The 
shops over there carry busts and photos of Pancho Villa, the one-time 


bandit.

~ Raise Revenue 


Within Law 


(From the Macon Telegraph.) 


Governor Talmadge has at last made 
the definite statement that he will 
not call the general assembly into 
special session to pass a general ap- 
propriations bill. Just how he hopes 
to raise the revenue to carry on the 
state government is not clear. The 
statement has been made that he 
would invoke martial law on January 
1. It has also been said that the 
Governor has “found a statute’ which 
would enable him to administer pub- 
lie affairs without a general appro- 
priations law. 

The Governor of Georgia is au- 
thorized to declare martial law only 
in case of insurrection, invasion or 
to carry out the processes of the 
courts. The insurrection might come 
as a result of his trying to collect 
illegally levied taxes, but such an in- 
surrection will be of his own making. 


Governor Talmadge has not found 
any statute which justifies him in 
levying and expending taxes without 
authority from the legislature, because 
no such statute exists in any Eng- 
lish-speaking country of the world 
and in no such country, living under 
a written constitution, would it be 
possible to pass such a statute. 


The situation presented by this 
threat to tax the people of this state 
without legislative authority is very 
real and very immediate. If we go 
back to Runnymede, and appear aca- 
demic in the discussion of Georgia 
politics, it is because no such attempt 
as this has been made by any gov- 
ernor in these hundreds of years. In 
that same Magna Charta which de- 
clares that no freeman shall be de- 
prived of life, liberty or property 
“save by lawful judgment of his peers 
or by the law of the land,” it is pro- 
vided, even in an earlier paragraph, 
that “No scutage or aid shall be im- 
posed in our kingdom unless by the 
general council of the kingdom.” 


Surely Governor Talmadge has not 
forgotten that one of the great strug- 
gles for English liberty, handed down 
to the people of Georgia, was that be- 
tween parliament and the crown when 
King Charles I sought to levy taxes 
without authority of the representa- 
tives of the people. Surely Governor 
Talmadge has not forgotten that a re- 
luctant king was at last compelled 
to sign the Petition of Right which 
contains these two provisions: 

1, No taxes, loans, benevolences, etc., 
shail he ordered or levied without the con- 


sent of parliament. 
3. No citizen shall be tried or punished 


by martial law. 

Efforts of the Stuart king to ig- 
nore and override this guarantee 
granted the people of England culmi- 
nated in the bloody conflict following 
upon the long parliament. It raised 
up John Hampden, who refused to pay 
the tax arbitrarily levied by the crown. 
It raised up Pym and finally Oliver 
Cromwell.

Sky Explorers. 

The secrets of the sky are being dis- 
covered by balloons. These robot ex- 
plorers climb 10 miles into the strato- 
sphere from Kew observatory, where 
they are launched by Professor Pa- 
neth. On reaching the 10-mile limit 
they burst, and the vacuum flask, car- 
ried by each, opens automatically, 
collects a sample of air, reseals itself 
and floats home by parachute. Self- 
registering instruments _ record the 
temperature and the maximum height

which is set free when radio-active 
materials break down into commoner 
elements such as lead, a process that 
takes thousands of years. 

The balloons also explore thunder 
clouds in order to find out how the 
source of atmospheric electricity 1s 
replenished.

Since many 
of the taxes are levied by the coun- 
ties must be a certain proportion of 
the tax fixed by the state it follows 
that no county in Georgia can legally 
levy any taxes until a general appro- 
priations act has been passed by the 
general assembly. And even soldiers 
cannot collect them in Georgia. | 

The people of Georgia have acquies- 
ced in the Governor’s course in invok- 
ing martial law to get rid of the old 
State Highway Board, but when he 
seeks to set himself up as a Stuart 
king of other days, or a Mussolini of 
today, and reaches down into the 
pockets of the people to raise reve- 
nue without conforming to the laws 
of the taxpayers of Georgia as requir- 
ed by the constitution and passed in 
the general assembly, he will meet 
such resistance as has never been seen 
before. He has no power to compel 
this payment and the taxpayers of 
Georgia need only fold their hands to 
defeat him in his purpose. 

We do not hesitate to say, more- 
over, that if he attempts any such 
high-handed proceeding, violative of 
rights as sacred as the protection of 
life and liberty, he will destroy what- 
ever usefulness he may have had. He 
certainly will become a mockery in 
pointing to the violation of demo- 
cratic platform and the constitution of 
the United States by President Roose- 
velt. 

There is but one clear course. The 
general assembly of Georgia must be 
convened in extraordinary session to 
pass a general appropriation bill.

TALMADGE LOSES 
COTTON TAX FIGHT 


Federal Judge Rules Against 
Attempt To Void Ex- 


cess Levy. 

ALBANY, Ga., Oct. 8—(UP)— 
Governor Talmadge today was loser 
in the first round of his attempt to 
invalidate the 6 cents a pound tax 
on cotton produced in excess of the 
Bankhead crop allotments. 

Federal Judge Bascom Deaver ruled 
United States district attorneys can- 
not be enjoined from prosecuting 


farmers. for failure to pay the gin 
tax. The ruling was handed down 
on a petition for an amendment, filed 
by Barry Wright, Talmadge’s attor- 
ney. 

Judge Deaver did not rule on con- 
stitutionality of the Bankhead act 
itself. 

The amendment had sought an in- 
junction to restrain district attorneys 
in Georgia from instituting criminal 
proceedings against those attacking 
the gin tax. The judge intimated 
such an injunction would not provide 
full protection, since the district at- 
torneys would have to prosecute if 
ordered to do so by Washington.

Florida Sale of Road tor Taxes 
-Opposed Before Federal Court 


The attempt of J. M. Lee, Florida 
comptroller, to sell the property of 
the Georgia, Florida & Alabama 
railroad in Florida for approximately 
$55,000 in taxes reached the circuit 
court of appeals here yesterday. 

Attorneys for e and for P. T. 
Anderson and Philip Weltner, re- 
ceivers of the line, narrowed their 
arguments before the three-judge court 
to whether Judge Bascom §. Deaver, 
of the middle Georgia district, had 
jurisdiction to enjoin Lee from sell- 
ing the property after Lee had levied 
on it through the sheriff of Leon 
county, Florida. 

J. Velma Keen and H. E. Carter, 
assistant attorneys-general of Florida, 
argued the property is now in the 
hands of ancillary receivers of the 
Seaboard Air Line, appointed by Judge 
Alexander Ackerman, of the southern 
district of Florida. 

Keen explained Judge Ackerman 
had modified a previous injufiction 
order against Lee by allowing him to 
levy on the G., F. & A. property in 
the state. 

Only Lease on Property. 

To this, Orville A. Park, Macon 
attorney representing Anderson and 
Weltner, replied the Seaboard receiv- 
ers had never held “more than a lease 
on the property.” 

His clients, he added, owned the 
title to the road and no request has 
ever been made of Judge Deaver’s 
court under which they were appoint- 
ed. to pay the taxes. 

“If the Florida comptroller is al- 
lowed to sell the road,” he said, “ 
property worth five million dollars 
will be half gone.”

Thesé ratings represent respectively each team’s efficiency of consistent 
performance to date. The ratings. do not always indicate a direct gauge of 
the possible strength of each team. ‘The final ratings of the completed 
season, however, will in most instances be pretty close to a 100 per cent 
measure of the strength of the respective teams. The percentage figures 
below (right-hand column) are the most important. The listing figures 
(left-hand column) are merely for conventence in giving the fractional 
differences in order. 

Do not get too excited about smaller teams sometimes being rated over 
teams with names for traditional, football greatness. Each team gets a 
rating for each of its games. Each rating in the table below is the current 
averagé of the game ratings for each respective team. Under the William- 
son method the teams of the nation are divided into eight classes at the 
start of each season. The past football history of an institution has noth- 
ing to do with this classification. As the season progresses, naturally some 
teams will earn a higher classification, others a lower one. There is an 
upper limit of scoring credit against each class. Therefore, it means no 
mote for a Class 1 team to maké 100 to 0 against a Class 8 team than to 
make 50 to 0. On the other hand, it boosts a lower-class team considerably 
to take a higher-class team into camp. In general, especially in early sea- 
son, it hurts leading teams to play too many breathers and it boosts smaller 
teams to have a schedule over their heads.
